REMARKS 

Claims 50-52, 56 and 58-60 are pending in this application, of which claim 50 has been 
amended and claims 58-60 are newly-added. 

Claims 50 and 52 stand rejected under 35 USC §102(e) as anticipated by U.S. Patent 
5,198,650 to Wike, Jr. (hereinafter "Wike. Jr."V 

Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection. 

Wike. Jr. discloses a bar code scanner is disclosed comprising an egg-shaped housing 
member containing a scanning member which can be easily held by a checkout operator for a 
handheld scanning operation. A support member associated with the scanner has a vertically 
orientated support portion which has a magnet mounted in its end having a spherical-shaped 
mating surface which engages the correspondingly shaped surface of a magnet mounted to the 
under surface of the housing member enabling the scanner to be releasably supported on the 
support member in a plurality of scanning positions. 

Wike. Jr. fails to show that the support member has a plurality of vertical side walls for 
mounting the scanner, where the grip extends outwardly in a gap formed between two of the 
sidewalls, as shown in Fig. 65 A of the instant application. 

This arrangement permits the user to easily grasp and place an optical reader on a stand. 

Accordingly, claim 50 has been amended to recite this distinction, and the 35 USC 
§ 102(e) rejection should be withdrawn. 

New claim 58 describes an arrangement which is appropriate for both right-handed and 
left-handed persons and new claim 59 describes a gap for seeing a read window. 
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Claims 51 and 56 have been allowed. 

In view of the aforementioned amendments and accompanying remarks, claims 50-52, 56 
and 58-60, as amended, are in condition for further examination.
